He took 
my hand and came forward to 
claim the Saviour openly. He is 
sixty-two years old and his wife 
is of similar age. 

A Catholic woman came also to 


claim Christ Sunday night. I had 
preached on “What Shall I Do 
| With Jesus Who Is Called Christ ?” 
and urged upon every hearer that 
it was not the church, not the vir- 
gin Mary, not rosaries nor mass 
nor confession nor penance that 
saved, but only Jesus Christ. Strug- 
gling with the doubts that had 
clouded her heart so long, she 
came nevertheless to confess Christ 
and assured me that she did put 
her trust in Christ alone and in 
no one else. 

Another young woman came ea- 
gerly to confess Christ who was 
also, I understand, a Catholic.

Other Claims of Verbal Inspiration 


The Psalms were inspired of God 
just like the rest of the Bible. In 
Acts 1:16 we are told: 


“Men and brethren, this 
scripture must needs have been 
fulfilled, which the Holy Ghost 
by the mouth of David ayers 
before conceming Judas . 


When David wrote or spoke ‘the 
Psalms, we are told that it was 
simply the Holy Ghost speaking 
“by the mouth of David.” The 
words were the words of the Holy 
Spirit. That is why in the Psalms 
there could be so many revelations 
of the future which could not pos- 
sibly have been foreseen by man. 
The 22nd chapter, for instance, 
gives many details concerning the 
death of Christ and His very words 
upon the cross. The Second Psalm, 
the Twenty-fourth, and many 
others give details concerning the 
second coming and the reign of 
Christ on earth when Christ shal! 
come to Jerusalem and reign on 
David's throne. Such things David 
surely could not perfectly under- 
stand and he could not be trusted 
to supply the words for God’s 
thoughts. The Psalms are written, 


“not in the words which man’s 
wisdom .teacheth, but which the 
Holy Ghost teacheth’” and so with 


the rest of the Bible. 


How Did Jesus Christ Regard 
The Bible? 


Jesus quoted from Moses, re- 
ferred constantly to the Old Tes- 
tament and always ag -if it were 
infallibly correct. But that is not 
all; Jesus expressly stated that the

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Our Responsibility 
(Continued from last week) 


Billy Sunday told once of a meet- 
ing he held in Nebraska. He said 
the people kept telling him about 
one man. They wanted him to be a 
Christian. Mr. Sunday asked three 
preachers if they had been to see 
him, but they hadn’t. So he went 
to see him. He introduced himself 
and said, “The people were tell- 
ing me about you. So I came to see 
you and ask you to give your heart 
to God. With tears rolling down 
his cheeks, the man said, “I have 
lived in this town nineteen years, 
and you are the first man to ever 
ask me to be a Christian.”’ 

Friends, how sad these things 
are. Many souls are lost because 
no one has ever given them an in- 
vitation to “come.” At one time 
David gaid, ‘““No man cared for my 
soul.” How many people are say- 
ing the same thing today? May 
we not be guilty of such neglect. 
Souls are going to Hell! Do we 
care? Are we concerned? Let us 
take up the work of Jesus and care 
for lost souls. He has left it all in 
our hands. 

A lot of men were imprisoned 
in a coal mine, as the result of an 
accident. Great crowds gathered to 
clear away the earth and rescue 
the men. An old grey-headed man 
came running up, and, seizing a 
shovel, began to work with the 
strength of ten men. Scmeone of- 
fered to relieve the old man. “Get 
out of the way,’’ he cried. “I have 
two boys down there.”’ Nothing but 
love for the unsaved can help to 
provide a way of escape for them. 
It. takes love! Do we lcve lost men 
and women? 

How may I win souls? That 
should be the chief ccncern of evy- 
ery child of God. David said, “They 
that sow in tears shall reap in joy. 
He that goeth forth and weepeth, 
bearing precious seed, shall doubt- 
less come again with rejoicing, 
bringing his sheaves with him’”’ 
(Psa. 126:6). But those who have 
no sheaves to bring will not come 
rejoicing. If we are willing to sow 
in tears, we will certainly reap in 
joy. And we must go forth. “He 
that goeth forth.”’ 

One time Jesus and His disciples 
were coming near the city of Jeru- 
salem. Luke says, “And when he 
was come near, he beheld the city 
and wept over it” (Luke 19:4). 
He wept because they had rejected 
Him and because He saw their lost 
condition. The condition of men to- 
day ought to bring tears and bur- 
dens to the hearts of God’s peo- 
ple. How many are weeping for 
lost souls today? How many care 
for the lost? 

Souls are perishing under our 
very eyes and no hand stretched 
out to help, no voice raised to pro- 
claim God’s message of love. The 
blood of souls that are lost may 


._ be required at our hands at the 


judgment day. We may be respon- 
sible. 

Will friends, neighbors, relatives, 
raise up in that day and cry out 
in their anguish and woe— “I 
lived beside him for years, he knew 
I was going to hell, he never told 
me how I might be saved.’ Shall 
such be the testimony against you 
in that day? 


Jesus said, “Come ye after me 
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and I will make you fishers cf 
men.’ So let us follow Christ and 
become fishers of men. 

Now the next thing in which we 
have a great responsibility is the 
kind of example we set. What kind 
of example are you setting before 
the world? 

Paul said, “Ye are our episties, 
written in our hearts, known and 
read of all men” (II Cor. 3:2). We 
are living epistles, known and read 
of all men, 

F. B. Meyer said, “We (Chris- 
tians) are either Bible’s or libels. 
The professed Christian is the only 
Bible some people read.” 

As the poet said: 


“You are writing a gospel, a chap- 
ter each day, 

By the deeds that you do, and the 
things that you say, 

Men read what you write, whether 
faithless or true. 

Say! What is the gospel according 
to you? 


Someone else has said, “The Bi- 
ble the world reads today is not 
the King James Version, or some 
other modern translation. The Bi- 
ble the world reads today is bound 
in human skin.” 

A little clock in a jeweler’s win- 
dow in a certain western town, 
stopped one day for half an hour 
at fifteen minutes of nne. School 
children, noticing the time, stopped 
to play; people hurrying to the 
train, looking at the clock, began 
to walk leisurely; business men, 
after a look at the clock, stopped 
to chat with one another; work- 
ing men and women noted the time 
and lingered in the sunshine a l't- 
tle longer, and ail were half an 
hour late because one small clock 
stopped. Never had these people 
known how much they had depend- 
ed on one small clock until it led 
them astray. 

Many are thus unconsciously de- 
pending upon the influence cf 
Christians; you may think you 
have no influence, but you cannot 
go wrong in one small act without 
leading others astray. So _ the 
Christian has a great responsibility 
upon him, so he must be very care- 
ful in all that he does. May we 
not be responsible at the judg- 
ment day for some soul who was 
lost and went to hell because of 
the example we set before them. 

Jesus said, “Let your light so 
shine before men.” It is the Chris- 
tian’s duty to shine, he is not only 
to shine, but he is to shine brighi- 
ly. Jesus again said, “Ye are the 
light of the world, a city that is 
set on a hill that cannot be hid.” 
Just think of the Christian people 
as the “light of the world.” What 
an obligation! A world of dark- 
ness cries out to men and women 
for light. Is our light shining? 
We will be responsible if our light 
is not shining, some soul might be 
lost in the darkness. As the song 
goes: 


“Let the lower lights be burning, 

Send a gleam across the wave, 

Some poor, fainting, struggling 
seaman, 

You may rescue, you may save. 


“Brightly beams Father’s 
mercies 

From His lighthouse evermore. 

But to us He gives the keeping 

Of the lights along the shore.”’ 

So we are responsible for the 
“lights along the shore.” Many eyes 
may be watching. 

Then Jesus said, “A city that is 
set on a hill that cannot be hid.” 
What a responsibility! Jesus is 
warning his followers that the eyes 
of the world will be upon them. So 
a Christian must be very careful 
in how he lives.

Before Jesus Christ left this} 


world he gave the Great Commis- 
sion to “Go ye into all the world 
and preach the gospel to every 
creature.” These -were the last 
words of Jesus to his followers be- 
fore He went away. 

This must be very important or 
the Lord would have never given 
the Great Commission to be oc- 
cupied with till His return. In fact, 
it is the most important work of 
the church, and yet how little time 
and labor we devote to this great 


commission. It is our duty to send 
the gospel to the heathen. We 
will be responsible if we do not do 
something about it. 

Christ said, “And lo, I am with 
‘you alway, even unto the end of 
the world.” Christ will be with 
us if we “go,’ but we have no 
promise that He will if we fail to. 
You might not be able to go and 
preach, but you can give your sup- 
port and prayers for those who do. 

The dean of the Moody Bible In- 
stitute recently wrote: “The great 
commission is still the ‘marching 
orders of the church,’ but how 
slowly we have marched.” He re- 
vealed the startling statistics about 
“Christian” Amer.ca, which is rap- 
idly returning to the status of a 
mission field: “It ig said that last 
year 60,000 churches had no con- 
verts, and 9,000 churches were 
closed during the year. There are 
10,000 villages reported to be with- 
out church services, and 30,000 
communities without a_ res dent 
pastor.” These things are serious. 

A modern devotional writer p-c- 
tured Jesus as He was saying the 
farewell to His disciples. He gave 
the commission to “go into all the 
world and preach the gospel.” One 
of His disciples was pictured as 
saying, “Lord, what if we fail? 
Suppose we do not succeed in car- 
rying the gospel to the world? 
What other plan have you? Then 
Jesus was pictured very soberly as 
saying, “I have no other plan.” 

God has no other plan for giv- 
ing the gospel to the world and to 
save lost souls, only by our efforts 
when we surrender to Him. 


Jesus said, “The Harvest truly 
is great, but the labourers are 
few.” The Lord needs YOU. Je- 


sus prayed for the Lerd of Har- 
vests to send forth laborers into 
His harvest. He did not pray for 
the harvest. No. The harvest is 
great — but the laborers are few. 
Are you a laborer? “Lift up your 
eyes and lock on the fields; for 
they are white already to har- 
vest” (Jchn 4:35). The fields are 
white to harvest! The laborers are 
few. Why are the laborers few?” 
Where, oh where are the reapers? 
Souls are per'shing! The cry is 
loud, the need is great! How can 
we love God and not be concerned 
about these poor, dying souls for 
whom Christ died? 

“Lift up your eyes.” Just the 
lift of the eyes we see souls perish- 
ing on every side. Yes, just lift 
up your eyes and Icok. One look 
into this dark, sinful, accursed and 
dying world is enough to stir any 
heart and put it in action if there 
is any life or love there. 

“Why stand ye here all the day 
idle?” was asked by Jesus. That’s 
the question for the churches to- 
day. Why are we idle? The har- 
vest is great, and it is ready to 
reap. Paul said, “Awake thou that 
sleepest.” Yes, the church needs to 
awake and get busy for God, for 
souls are perishing. 

Brethren, this morning, are you 
willing to do your part for Jesus, 
no matter how small it might be? 
You may not be able to do the 
great things, but, as the song we 
just sang, “Brighten the corner 
where you are.” 

Jesus has left His work to us. 
What are we going to do about it? 
Let us take up His work for lost 
souls. 

It is our duty to win lost souls, to 
set a good example, to let our 
lights shine, and to help reap this 
great harvest. Remember some one 
will have to give an account of 
many souls that are lost because 
someone was not willing to obey 
God’s call. The blood of many souls 
may be required at our hands at 
the judgment day. 

I close my message this morning 
with this poem, “The Great Judg- 
ment Day.” 


“When eternity’s morn has rolled 
out o’er the walls of the city, 

And the Saviour has ceased to look 
earthward with pity; 

When the trumpet shall sound and 
the Judge shall appear, 

And mankind are assembled their 
sentence to hear —

and a patter of rain drops, we 
stopped the service and had prayer 
and God immediately, it seemed, 
cleared the atmosphere and the 
service continued without further 
hinderance. Many were impressed 
by the remarkable answer to 
prayer.

Rebellious Wives and Slacker Husbands 


(Continued From Previous Issue) 


Wives Sometimes Wiser Than 
. Husbands 


Sometimes a wife has a better. 


equcation than her husband. It 
frequently happens that she has 
natural abilities which her hus- 
band does not have. Sometimes a 
girl leaves a good job to marry a 
man who has a smaller salary than 
she had; naturally she feels su- 
perior. Should such a woman take 
orders from her husband? Should 
she defer to his judgment? Should 
she “be subject” unto him? Should 
she “be in subjection?” God’s 
Word says, “Yes!” A _ fourteen- 
year-old girl in home economics 
classes learns to sew beautifully 
and can make dresses which her 
mother could never make. She 
learns home decoration, can cook 
economical and attractive dishes 
and set a table in a way her mother 
never knew. She may be in high 
school while her mother never 
went beyond the fifth grade. Yet 


s the daughter should obey the moth- 


er, not the mother the daughter. 
That is God’s rule. A fifteen-year- 


‘ old boy, with the help of a county 


demonstration agent, learns to se- 
le¢t seed corn, break the ground, 
plant, replant, fertilize and culti- 
vate corn so that he makes 100 
bushels to the acre. It has been 
done_more than once when the fa- 
ther never made more than twenty 
or thirty bushels to the acre. The 
boy has advantages the father 
never had, read books the father 
does not know the name of, has 
a better education, yet the boy 
should be subject to his fafhér, not 
the father to the boy. That is 
God’s way. So with the wife who 
thinks herself superior to her hus- 
band. She should not have mar- 
ried a man whom she did not love 
enough to obey. ‘She should not 
marry any man if she does not 
love God enough to do right. 

“Don’t you think women are as 
good as men?’’ people sometimes 
ask. Certainly, they are usually 
as good, sometimes worse, but 
many times better than their hus- 
ands. But if one who reads this 
Ss a good woman, then she will 
want to do right, for good wives 
take a wife’s proper place. If you 
are a better Christian than your 
husband, then the best way to 
prove it is to obey God’s plain 
commands concerning your hus- 
band and home. 


Christian Wives Should Obey 
Unsaved Husbands 


The question constantly arises 
about a Christian wife with an un- 
saved husband and the Lord plain- 
ly answers this question in I Peter 
3:1, 2: 

“Tikewise, ye wives, be in 
subjection to your husbands; 
that, if any obey not the word, 
they also may without the 
word be won by the conversa- 
tion of the wives; while they 
. behold your chaste conversa- 
tion coupled with fear.” 


Here is the case of the husband 
who “will not obey the Word of 
God,” will not listen to the gospel 
and has not been saved. The Lord 
says for a wife to be in subjection 
to such a husband and that that is 
the way to win him to Christ. You 
wives who weep over your lost hus- 
bands and who plead and pray 
without success for their salva- 
tion, it may be that by your dis- 
obedient heart you have blocked 
the answer to your own prayers 
and made it so your husband will 
not listen to your pleading. The 
kind of religion which will make a 
wife the modest, unselfish, lovely 
and obedient wife which God com- 
‘smands her to be, with that “orna- 
‘ment of a meek and quiet spirit 
which is in the sight of God of 
great price,” like Sarah had, who 
obeyed Abraham, calling him 
Lord (I Peter 3:5, 6); that kind 
of home religion in a wife will have 
more ‘to do with the salvation of 
many a lost man than any amount 
of public preaching of the gospel. 

People ask foolish theoretical 
questions here. “What if a hus- 
band should command his wife to 
get drunk?” etc., etc. That is a 
supposition for which the Lord 
made no provision here. We may 
be sure the reason is that that will 
not occur to a truly Christian 
woman who loves and obeys her 
husband. Husbands respect such 
wives and respect their religion! 
That is the reason God says such 
a course should win the husband 


when the preaching of the Word 
fails. Wives should be in subjec- 
tion to their husbands, even un- 
saved husbands. 


“Husbands, Love Your Wives Even 
As Christ Loved the Church and 
Gave Himself For It" 


God’s standards are high. In 
the same Scripture where He com- 
manded women to be subject to 
their husbands in everything, He 
commanded the husband to love his 
wife, even as Christ loved the 
church! Notice the following verses 
in the 5th chapter of Ephesians: 

“Husbands, love your wives, 
even as Christ also loved the 
church, and gave himself for 
it” — verse 25. 

“So ought men to love their 
wives as their own bodies. He 
that loveth his wife loveth 
himself” — verse 28. 

“Nevertheless let every one 
of you in particular so love his 
wife even as himself; and the 
wife see that she reverence her 
husband” — verse 33. 
Colossians 3:19 says the same 

thing, that husbands are to love 
their wives and adds, “And be not 
bitter against them.” In I Peter 
3:7 the husband is exhorted to 
treat the wife with that kindness 
and honor Christians should show 
to weaker ones. Notice the words: 

“Likewise, ye husbands, 
dwell with them according to 
knowledge, giving honour unto 
the wife, as unto the weaker 
vessel, and as being heirs to- 
gether of the grace of life; that 
your prayers be not hindered.” 
Husband, your wife is a part of 

yourself. You should love her as 
your love your own body. Love 
her with the unselfish compassion 
that Christ has for His church. 
That standard is so high that 't 
should make every man very hum- 
ble as he tries to be a good hus- 
band. If the man is stronger, he 
should be better. If the man has 
more authority, he should have 
more respons.bility. As the salva- 
tion of a sinner, and the security 
of His saints depend cn Christ, 
not on us, so the Lord places more 
heavily on man the responsibility 
for a happy home. 


Men Can Prevent Broken Homes 


The man is to “cleave unto 
his wife.’ Hear the Saviour quot- 
ing from Genesis in Matthew 19:5: 

“And said, For this cause 
shall a man leave father and 
mother, and shall cleave to his 
wife; and they twain shall be 
one flesh.” 

Husbands should have a pure and 
tender love for their wives; a love 
that passes over the wife’s weak- 
nesses without bitterness. 

Husbands should love their wives 
as special gifts from God, help- 
meets to make them happy, for 

“Whoso findeth a wife findeth 

a good thing, and obtaineth 

favour of the Lord’ — Prov. 

18:22. 

“A prudent wife is from the 

Lord” — Prov. 19:14. 

A husband should love his wife 
as the mother of his children, be- 
ing with him “heirs together of the 


grace of life’’—I Peter 3:7. 


When a husband loves his wfe 
even as himself; and as Christ 
loved the church, is not bitter 
against her and gives her honor 
as the weaker vessel, and leaving 
father and mother cleaves unto his 
wife, that home will very rarely be 
broken. 


Evils That Follow Wrong Home 
Life — Lost Happiness, Faith 
Gone, Love Fails 


If your home is not right, “be 
sure your sin will find you out!” 
Nothing is truer in God’s Word 
than “Whatsoever a man soweth 
that shall he also reap.” Disaster, 
trouble, heartache and ruin fol- 
low the home where the wife is 
rebellious and the husband a slack- 
er, a shirker of responsibility. 
Such a home cannot be happy. 
There must be something more 
than a temporary sex attraction to 
make a happy home and there can- 
not be any real peace and happi- 
ness until the question of authori- 
ty and responsibility is settled and 
settled right. 

For a wife to have her own way 
does not make her happy any more 
than it does a rebellious child or a 
lawless citizen. This is another 
case where the wages of sin is 
death, death to happiness and 
death to all the blessings which 
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God meant should follow marriage 
and a home. 

True happiness in marriage is 
based on faith. The woman who 
does not trust her husband’s judg- 
ment and character enough to sub- 
mit to his will can not have the 
happiness which comes from full 
confidence. Then the husband can- 
not trust completely such a wife 
who thinks first, not of what is 
right or best for the home, but of 
her own selfish will. The compan- 
ionship of husband and wife is not 
worth the name when faith and 
confidence are gone. 

When happiness is gone and faith 
is gone, love soon follows them 
away. A woman will not long con- 
tinue to love the man for whom 
she has no respect. Here is a 
strange fact that though the Lord 
many times commands the wife to 
be subject to her husband, to sub- 
mit to him, to be obedient to him, 
even to reverence him, yet in the 
Bible there is only a single com- 
mand that a woman should love 
her husband! The reason must be 
that the highest and best love must 
always inevitably follow this path 


of duty. The woman who reveres 
and obeys her husband will find 
in her heart a deep seated love 
which depends nct cn mere sex 
attraction, but instead blossoms 


out of her own character and her 
position and is a gift of God! The 
highest form cof married lcve is 
possible only in a Bible kind of a 
home. 

When a husband's love for hs 


wife is based upon her youth, her 


charm, her beauty, these, alas, all 
too soon fade away and such 
frivolous love cannot resist the ef- 
fect of time, temper, poverty and 
age. But the woman who is adored 
with that beauty of the heart, 
which does not fail with age, “even 
the ornament of a meek and quiet 
spirit, which is in the sight of God 
of great price,” attracts and makes 
sure her husband’s unfailing love. 
A husband cannot but give such a 
wife not only the thrill of young 
love, and the passion of maturity, 
but the steadfastness of real re- 
spect and admiration through the 
years. Men and women who take 
the places God assigned them may 
expect that reward of virtue, that 
blessing of God, a love which does 
not wither when hair turns white 
nor when bodily passions pass 
away! But the rebellious wife and 
the slacker husband give wings to 
love and speed it away. 


Disobedient Children In Discon- 
tented, Ungodly Homes 


It cannot be an accident that a 
generation of rebellious wives and 
irresponsible husbands and a gen- 
eration of disobedient, law-break- 
ing children should appear in the 
world at the same time. A gov- 
ernment which cannot put down 
gangster rule in the United States, 
may expect a continually growing 
wave of crime beginning with traf- 
fic violations and ending with mur- 
ders and rape, year after year 
throughout the United States. One 
citizen cannot violate the laws with 
immunity without cultivating a dis- 
respect for law. So it is in the 
home. The man who cannot rule 
his wife as God commanded (Gen. 
3:16) cannot long command his 
children. The man who takes a 
place as merely a money maker for 
the home, a necessary evil with no 
authority, will find that his chil- 
dren laugh at his opinions, disre- 
gard his commands and scorn his 
white hairs when he is old! Where 
the wife is lawless, children will 
be lawless. No scheme man can 
devise for the home can secure the 
respect and obedience of children 
like God’s plan for a man to be 
the head of his home, the head 
over his wife. 

Modern woman wants to have 
her cake and eat it, too. One of 
the pitiful things about modern 
women is their failure with their 
children, their sense of helpless- 
ness. How many such women with 
their grey hair bobbed and waved 
in the fashion and faces painted 
and their dresses of flapper cut, as- 
sured of themselves, boasting of 
their independence and equality are 
yet scorned and disobeyed by their 
children! Put this down as an ax- 
iom, that children do not obey and 
respect mothers who themselves 
are disobed'ent and disrespectful 
wives! People reap what they sow. 
There is something in the character 
of such a rebellious woman that 
will make her a thorn in the side 
of her children. She will interfere 
with their lives, break up their 

hinder the discipline of 


their children. They will love her 
and yet despise her. Let those who 
do not agree with God’s plan weigh 
well before they break His plain 
commands about the home. 


Prayer Hindered By Wrong 
Home Life 


In I Peter, third chapter, the 
Word of God warns us that the 
disobedient wife and the husband 
who does not love and honor his 
wife as he ought have their prayers 
hindered. In the first verse we are 
told that wives will win their hus- 
bands to Christ by obeying them 
and verse 7, closing the paragraph, 
says: 

“Likewise, ye husbands, dwell 
with them according to knowl- 
edge, giving honour unto the 
wife, as unto the weaker ves- 
sel, and as being heirs together 
of the grace of life; that your 
prayers be not hindered.” 

You pray for lost children and 
they are not saved; your prayers 
are hindered because of wrong 
home life. You pray for your hus- 
band to be saved, or the husband 
prays for his wife’s health, but 
their prayers are blocked, are hin- 
dered and an angry God does not 
listen because of their sins. If 
every other consideration fails to 
move the heart of the man and 
woman who reads this, then I beg 
you in Jesus’ name to make your 
home right so God can answer your 
prayers. All of Christian happiness, 
salvation of your children, the true 
prosperity of a Christian home and 
the peace of a Christian life de- 
pend on keeping these plain com- 
mands of God: 


Come Back to God's Way 


If one reads this whcse heart is 
heavy, whose home is unhappy, one 
whose dreams and plans concern- 
ing loved ones and home come top- 
pling about your ears, then come 
back to God today, and let him fix 
your heart. After all, a happy home 
is a matter of religion, a matter of 
being right with God. Why not 
make confession to each other in 
the home, start again with family 
altar, begin again those old fash- 
ioned practices of our forefathers 
which made their hapny homes and 
happy hearts. 

Unsaved man, how can you have 
the kind of home that the Lord 
wants you to have until you let 
Christ come into your heart? How 
can you command over your chil- 
dren aright until first all of you 
love the Lord and serve’'Him? Why 
not say with Joshua, “As for me 
and my house we will serve the 
Lord?” Trust Christ for forgive- 
ness today, call on God for strength 
to be a real man, and have the 
Holy Spirit to guide you in your 
duties in the home today. May God 
help you to have all the joys of a 


‘happy home, the peace of a good 


conscience and the favor of God 
who hears your prayers because 
you please Him in these matters.

very words of the Scriptures were 
inspired. 

For instance, when Jesus met 
Satan and was tempted in the wil- 
derness He answered Satan’s 
temptation with this Scripture 
from the Old Testament, 

“It is written, Man shall not 
live by bread alone, but by 
every word that proceedeth out 
of the mouth of God” (Matt. 
4:4; Luke 4:4). 

Jesus believed concerning the Bi- 
ble that literally every word pro- 
ceedeth from the mouth of God. 
There igs as clear a statement of 
verbal or word for word inspira- 
tion as it is possible to make. 

Not only did Jesus say that the 
very words are inspired but the 
very spelling and marking of the 
Scriptures, according to Jesus, were 
likewise inspired. In Matthew 5: 
17, 18, Jesus said: 

“Think not that I am come 
to destroy the law, or the 
prophets; I am not come to de- 
stroy, but to fulfill. 

“For verily I say unto you, 
Till heaven and earth pass, one 
jot or one tittle shall in no 
wise pass from the law, till 
all be fulfilled.” 

Remember that Jesus is defend- 
ing the Old Testament which the 
critics and modernists usually at- 
tack and that Jesus said not only 
the words would endure but that 
not even one jot or one tittle, the 
least letter or marking, would pass 
away. God not only gave the 


thoughts, not only gave the words, 


but verily gave the jots and tittles 
And remember that it 
was Jesus Himself who was speak- 
ing and that what He said applied 
particularly to the Old Testament 
and not only to the New! 


The Bible Claims That the Whole 
Canon of Scripture Is Verbally 


Inspired 

In the last chapter of the Bible 
a most solemn warning is given 
concerning the canon of Scripture. 
Men are warned not to add to the 
Scripture on penalty of being 
cursed with the plagues that are 
written in the book. Men are 
warned not to take from the Scrip- 
ture on penalty of losing the on 
fered part in the book of life and 
the heavenly Jerusalem and the 
blessings promised the saints in the 
Bible. And now the remarkable 
thing is that these warnings spe- 
cifically mention that they refer 
TO THE VERY WORDS of the 
Bible. Read Revelation 22:18, 19. 

“For I testify unto every man 
that heareth THE WORDS of 
the prophecy of this book, if 
any man shall add unto these 
things, God shall add unto him 
the plagues that are written 
in this book; 

“And if any man shall take 
away from the WORDS OF 
THE BOOK of this prophecy, 
God shall take away his part 
out of the book of life, and out 
of the holy city, and from the 
things which are written in 
this book.” 

God is emphasizing that He holds 
men to account for the very words 
of Scripture. Men dare not take 
from the words nor add to the 
words of the Bible. It will not do 
for men to change a thought but it 
will not even do for men to change 
the words. THEY ARE GOD'S 
WORDS! 

From Mount Sinai the thunderous 
voice of God spoke giving the Ten 
Commandments and we are told 
that “God spake all these words.” 
But that Scripture might fitting- 
ly be used about every word of 
holy writ. They are really the 
words of God. The only kind of 
inspiration which the Bible speaks 
of is verbal or word for word in- 
spiration. 


Blessed Assurances From This 
Precious Doctrine 


Since God gave the words, then 
we may believe what the Bible 
says. Another Scripture says, “Be- 
hold, a virgin shall conceive and 
bring forth a son.” Then we may 
know that God insists on the word 
virgin. It was not simply a young

In those wonderful promises of 
salvation in John 3:16, John 5:24, 
John 6:47, suppose that the one 
word everlasting might be changed. 
Then what a woeful limitation of 
the blessedness of God’s promise. 
Living ten years, a hundred years, 
a thousand years is not life enough. 
Jesus promised everlasting lif e. 
Thank God that the words are 
God’s words. On any word of the 
| Bible a lost sinner may rest his 
immortal soul in full assurance that 
God will back up the very words. 
They are His words, not man’s. The

Psalmist had sometime based his 
hope upon some single and blessed 
word in a promise of God as I have 
many times. So in Psalms 119:49 
he cries out to God, “Remember 
the word unto thy servant, upon 
which thou hast caused me to 
hope.” 


There Could Be No Inspiration 
Without the Words 


The truth is tiiat men cannot 
think without words. Psychologists 
and educators know that there is 
a definite growth in intellectual ac- 
tivity of a child as he begins to 
use words. The mind cannot carry 
on consecutive, intelligent reason- 
ing without words. One cannot 
have music without notes, cannot 
have arithmetic without figures, 
cannot have thoughts’ without 
words. One cannot have a revela- 
tion from God unless God Himself 
gives the words. No wonder that 
Dr. B. H. Carroll said that any talk 
about inspiration that does not in- 
clude inspiration of the words is 
“fool’s talk.”’ It is not,only fool's 
talk, it is infidel’s talk, the talk of 
the wicked, rebellious, disbelieving, 
Christ-rejecting, sinful, carnal 
heart for 

“The natural man receiveth 
not the things of the Spirit of 

God; for they are foolishness 

unto him; neither can he know 

them, because they are spirit- 
ually discerned” (I Cor..2:14). 


Difficulties In the Bible 


There may be scme things about 
the Bible you cannot explain. But 
your ignorance is a sorry excuse 
for criticis'ng the blessed word of 
God. Other men, more devout than 
you, more scholarly than you, older 
in experience than you, greater 
soul winners than you, have been 
able to believe in the Bible. Do 
not let your youth or your ig- 
norance or your pride or your 
friendship for modernists and un- 
believers lead you into the terr-ble 
sin of adding to or taking from 
the words of the Bible. 


If space permitted, we could 
harmonize apparent differences in 
Scriptures which unbelievers use 
as an argument against verbal in- 
spiration. For example, a careful 
study of the words in the inscrip- 
tion above the cross will show that 
each one of the gospels give a part 
of the inscription and gives that 
part absolutely accurately but 
when they are combined together 
all four give an entire inscription, 
“This is Jesus of Nazareth, the 
King of the Jews.” I have con- 
sidered prayerfully for years all 
the so-called contradictions alleged 
to be in the the Bible and little 
by little by faith and prayer and 
the Holy Spirit’s leading and care- 
ful study of the Word of God I 
have found the apparent discrep- 
ancies and difficulties fade away. 
Those who do not believe the Bible 
are simply those who have not giv- 
en it a chance to prove itself what 
it claims to be, the verbally in- 
spired, infallible Word of God, true 
from the beginning, perfect, writ- 
ten “not in the words which man’s 
wisdom teacheth, but which the 
Holy Ghost teacheth.” There are 
no difficulties in accepting the Bi- 
ble as the verbally inspired Word 
of God that compare at all with 
the insurmountable, faith-destroy- 
ing difficulties of those who com- 
promise with modernism, deny the 
verbal inspiration of the Bible, and 
yet try to claim to be Christians 
and claim that the Bible is in some 
sense inspired! That road leads to 
infidelity and atheism for in truth 
the honest inquirer must see that 
the Bible is either all it claims to 
be or it is a man-made system of 
lies, unreliable, scientifically false, 
historically inaccurate, religiously 
powerless. But that, dear reader, 
cannot be. The Bible has proven 
itself. Its prophecies have come to 
pass in countless cases. Its prom- 
ises have proven true to millions 
who trusted them. The God who 
revealed Himself in the Bible has 
revealed Himself through salvation 
to millions of believers. After all, 
dear reader, it is not the Bible that 
is on trial but the reader of the 
Bible. Let God’s Word be true and 
every man a liar. The critics damn 
not the Bible but themselves. Un- 
believers prove not their wisdom 
but their folly. Those who will not 
believe the Bible and trust the 
Christ of the Bible lose comfort 
day by day, lose assurance in the 
heart, lose the answer to their 
prayers, and God pity them, lose 
everlasting life and the joys of 
Heaven!
